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I  am  pleased  to  announce  my  recent  appointment 
of  Sara  L.  Young  to  the  Montana  High  School  Association 
Board  of  Control.  This  appointment  is  one  of  two  "public 
member"  appointments  approved  by  the  MHSA  at  its  Janu- 
ary 1990  meeting.  The  Governor  will  make  the  other  ap- 
pointment. 

Sara  is  the  personnel  director  for  Bozeman  Public 
Schools.  She  has  experience  in  employee  relations  with  the 
Western  Energy  Company,  and  she  has  experience  in  school 
administration  as  an  assistant  school  superintendent  and  a 
district  superintendent.  Her  skills  in  working  with  people 
of  a  variety  of  interests  and  opinions  will  serve  her  well  on 
the  MHSA  board. 

Sara  is  an  active  supporter  of  Montana  high  school 
activities,  having  missed  only  two  Class  B  Southeastern  Di- 
visional boys'  basketball  tournaments  in  the  past  32  years. 
Both  her  daughter  and  son  are  athletes  from  Montana 
schools.  Sara  will  begin  her  four-year  appointment  to  the 
MHSA  board  on  July  1,  1990,  when  she  will  become  the 
second  woman  and  first  Native  American  member  of  the 
board. 

The  Office  of  Public  Instruction  and  the  MHSA 
have  made  important  progress  toward  improving  sports 
equity  in  Montana  Schools.  There  is  still  much  to  do,  and  I 
know  Sara's  commitment  to  quality  and  equitable  educa- 
tion will  be  an  important  contribution  to  our  continuing 
efforts.         . 

CHANGES  IN  REGULATIONS 
GOVERNING  FIR  DAYS 

On  March  22, 1990,  the  Montana  Board  of  Public 
Education  approved  revisions  to  the  Administrative  Rules 
of  Montana  governing  pupil  instruction  related  (PIR)  days 
for  foundation  program  calculations.  These  revisions  were 
designed  primarily  to  update  the  regulations  in  order  to 
match  actual  practices. 

The  revisions  incorporate  1989  legislative  amend- 
ments to  20-1-304  and  2O4-304,  MCA.  As  amended,  these 
laws  now  allow  teachers  to  attend  the  annual  state  teachers' 
association  session  in  October,  or  perform  other  duties  as 
may  be  described  by  the  local  trustees,  without  a  loss  of 


salary.  They  also  require  that  school  districts  close  schools 
for  these  annual  October  sessions.  The  amendments  take  ef- 
fect July  1, 1990. 

The  revised  regulations  allow  school  districts  to 
schedule  a  maximum  of  seven  PIR  days  for  the  year's  foun- 
dation program.  At  least  three  of  those  days  must  be  used  for 
instructional  and  professional  development  purposes  or 
other  appropriate  inservice  training.  PIR  days  may  be  used 
for  such  activities  as  staff  orientation,  staff  professional 
development  programs  for  the  purpose  of  improving  in- 
struction, parent-teacher  conferences,  and  post-school  rec- 
ord day. 

The  revised  regulations  further  require  that  each 
professional  staff  member  participate  in  at  least  six  hours  of 
scheduled  activities  for  each  approved  PIR  day.  Profes- 
sional development  time  may  be  divided  into  two-hour 
increments.  The  regulations  also  allow  for  six-hour  parent- 
teacher  conferences  (PIR  days),  each  of  which  may  be  di- 
vided into  two  segments  over  two  days. 

The  Office  of  Public  Instruction  mailed  1990-91  PIR 
day  application  packets  to  school  districts  on  April  6, 1990. 
Because  of  the  timing  of  the  Board  of  Education's  decision  to 
adopt  the  new  revisions,  the  original  deadlines  for  submit- 
ting PIR  applications  have  been  extended/Applications 
should  be  submitted  to  county  superintendents  by  April  27, 
1990.  The  county  superintendents  will  then  submit  the  origi- 
nal application  to  OPI  by  May  18, 1990.
